If welook at the situation in Europe from
anothier point of view—{from a point of view

cally and essentially bad, There are out-
standing questions  between  France and
Prussin of a very serions kind., But Napoleon
has not been able to persunde himself that
war with Prussia wonld of a certainty redound
to his advantage, and war with that power has
in conseonee been very wisoly avoided, It
15 searcely otherwise with Prussia, although
Prussin hins the advantage in having no special
reason to comrt war, The recent \ln'l'l']u'* of
Von Beust, the Austro.Flungarian Chancellor,
one of the ablest men of tlus age, w wan who
15 not to be named gecond to either Napoleon
or Bismuark, show that inthe event of ditheulty
arising between Prissin and France.
